Perhaps we've read and heard too 
much about the wenrlnes-'i and homeslckne: 
of our troops. They are both, of course. Tlicy 
don't like ivar. Tliey haven't been brought up 
on latiatlcal tales ol llie glory ai riylnR for 
emperor or a fuehrer. But when fighting has 
to be done they do it, and do 11 well. Americans 
have always been like that. We have Rood 
reason to be^ proud that we've never beci 
licked Iti a war. 

"To hell with objectlve.s— keep koIuk! 
That's a sound sentiment for u.i at home l 
keep !n mind, too. None of as has time to .stop 
and'walch to see when Germany is going to 
topple, and In what direction. 

It the enemy Is off balance and RroKgy with 
Inner dlssontlon. that's the time to keep go- 
ing and hit harder— here In America aa wel! 
as In France. Italy and the Pacific,

committee for district four, comprising the 
Rocky mountain states, in a current adver- 
tising campaign urging motorists to support 
the gasoline rationing plan "In the good 
American spirit of fair play." 

As a further warning to appeal to the car 
driver's selfish interest, tne committee states 
that "unless civilians do a better Job In stick- 
ing to the plan than they have to date, there 
win surely come a time when some people 
won't be able to get their full share." 

It Is obvious that It any considerable num-, 
ber of necessary drivers — war workers, farm- 
ers, doctors, truckers— find themselves un- 
able to buy needed Ba.s, then more stringent 
regulations will have to be adopted. It might 
be necessary to ration dealers the way It has 
been done In the east. 

Ill emphasizing the needs of the armed 
lorces, the committee pc<*<t5 out that the gas 
retjulrcd to- train Just one pilot would last 
the- average motorist 18 years. This Is one of 
the reasons why passenger car drivers will 
be allowed one-half gallon of gas for every 
gallott that goes to war use Sn 1944. 

As a curb on unnecessary use of gasoline, 
the committee urges all motorlsla not to ap- 
ply for more gas than Is really needed, to en- 
dorse all gas coupons upon receipt, not to 
give them away, and not to ticcept gas cou- 
pons from anyone except the rationing board. 

In Its appeal the committee frankly states: 
"We. who have every reason for wanting to 
sell you all the gasoline you can use, tell you 
that there Is a shortage — an acute sliortagu 
right here In the Rocky mountain slates— 
In spite of highest production and refining 
volume In history. We also tell you thnt you 
have every reason to make the rationing plan 
worji. In your own selfish Interest as well as 
lor patriotic reasons." 

You can't beat that reasoning. Let's coop- 
crate, every one of us.

I/33rd as much. Since most pclrolcum products are used 
lo power or lubricate machines, these figures will bear 
remembering. 



3 For they mean that the daily life of the average' 
American is just about H times as mechanized as the daily 
life of a European. This may or may not mean that our 
life is U times hdkr. But the fact still remains that we 
wsc the machines. 





4 So someone has lo furnish the petroleum to keep 
them going. In this country there are 8,267 individual oil 
companies working full time at this job. During 1940 they 
made a' profit of 8/lOths of a cent per gallon on the 427 
gallons of products you \i5cii-53.42. 



«l The rest went right back into the costs of producing 
the products and getting them to you. Theoretically, if the 
government owned the oil industry, you would have saved 
that 8/lOths of a cent (Same costs but no profit). Although 
there's never been a government bureau yd that was run 
as efficiently as a business. 



9 But it would mean the end of compclidon; of the 
incentive to constantly improve products and lower costs 
which has been the driving force of our American system; 
and, worst of all. ot individual freedom. Under the drcum- 
stances, that's quite a birthright to 'sell for S/lOths of a 
cent on the gallon.
